o NSC A,  who  has  been  acquainted  with  Fred  far  many  years. 


A  TRIBUTE  TO  FRED  LANGE 

Fred  Lange  (Cble  S.  Cuttle)  was  born  April  12,1913  in  New  York  City  and  passed 
away  in  Roanoke,  Virginia  on  January  1,  1981.  He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Judy, 
and  three  sons.  During  the  past  few  years,  he  did  not  enjoy  good  health;  partic¬ 
ularly  the  last  few  months.  Rather  than  assuming  a  fatalistic  attitude,  his  was 
one  of  being  realistic  about  the  serious  nature  of  his  illness.  LYidoubtly,  there 
were  times  when  he  may  have  appeared  to  be  overly  sensitive  and  caustic  in  his 
contacts  with  some  of  us.  In  this  respect,  we  might  ponder  the  question  of  how 
we  would  react  under  similiar  circumstances.  The  bottom  line  may  be  summarized 
by  a  quote  from  Young,  "The  man  that  makes  a  character  makes  foes". 

He  and  Judy  were  excellent  hosts;  as  numerous  Scriptors  know  who  had  occasion  to 
put  their  feet  under  his  table. 

He  made  many  contributions  to  the  hobby  of  collecting  scrip,  including: 

Coordinated  the  first  inter-state  meeting  of  collectors  in  Williamson, 

West  Va. ,  in  the  early  sixties. 

Published  THE  COMPANY  STORE  in  the  sixties. 

Coined  the  word  'Scriptor'  and  related  type  words. 

Made  significiant  contributions  as  a  member  of  the  first  Catalog 
Conrnittee  resulting  in  the  finalization  and  publication  of  the 
Edkins'  Catalogue  Of  Obal  Company  Store  Scrip.  He  continued  to 
serve  on  this  conrnittee  and  leaves  a  void  that  will  be  difficult 
to  fill. 

Those  of  us  who  were  close  to  the  Langes,  have  the  most  sincere  admiration  for 
his  wife,  Judy.  On  numerous  occasions  Fred  espressed  sentiments  that  could  be 
equated  to  a  quote  from  Jeremy  Taylor:  "A  good  wife  is  heaven's  last,  best  gift 
to  man  -  his  gem  of  many  virtues,  his  casket  of  jewels;  her  voice  his  sweet 
music;  her  smiles  his  brightest  day;  her  arms  the  pale  of  his  safety;  her  industry 
his  surest  wealth;  her  economy  his  safest  steward;  her  lips  his  faithful  coun¬ 
selors;  and  her  bosom  the  softest  pillow  of  his  care". 

Several  members  have  Inquired  about  a  fitting  contribution  to  Fred's  memory.  J

Vue  to  the  skill  o the  surgeons  and 
the  care  and  treatment  he  received  at  this  hospital,  Fred's  Ufa  span  was  extended 
several  years.  [2]  Since  Fred  was  extremely  diligent  In  getting  the  Edkins'  bock 
through  the  printing  stages,  it  would  be  quite  appropriate  far  members  to  contrib¬ 
ute  a  copy  ofa  the  book  to  the  library  0($  their  choice  in  his  memory.

|  Car.dleholder  terminology  -  We’ve  Just  gotta  take  time  to  clarify  some  basic 

pre-electric  underground  illuminating  device  ter¬ 
minology.  Many  of  our  correspondents  over  the  years,  especially  the  hush- 
'  light-influenced  Easterners,  have  traditionally  referred  to  our  unique 
Western  miner's  candleholders  as  "Sticking  Tommys".  Now,  that's  not  quite 
accurate!!  We've  also  heard  corruptions  such  as  "candle  spike"  and  "stick- 
in-  the  -Tommy  "  .  While  "Sticking  Tommy"  Is  a  valid  term  for  a  certain  design 
S  >f  domestic,  industrial,  or  naval  candleholder ,  nothing  upsets  our  dean  of 
( collectors,  George  Bayles  in  Cincinnati,  more  than  to  hear  a  splendid  miner's 
candleholder  called . a  "Sticking  Tomny". 

So,  based,  on  our  years  of  exposure  to  the  true  terms  and  our  volumes  of 
authentic  correspondence,  we're  carefully  examining  the  terms  herewith. 

A  very  good  reference  for  the  many  and  varied  early  lighting  devices  is 
Herbert  C.  Darbee ' s  A  Glossary  of  Old  Lamps  and  Lighting  Devices ,  (American 
association  for  State  and  Local  History,  Technical  Leaflet  30,  HI  story  News . 
Vol.  20,  No.  8,.,  August,  1965,  revised  1976;  write  to  the  Association  at 
i.400  Eighth  Avenue  South,  Nashville,  Tennessee,  37203,  for  prices).  It  is  an 
excellently  defined  reference  with  good  graphics  which  we  can  quote  as  us¬ 
ually  infallible.  However,  the  two  references  copied  below  are  well-ill¬ 
ustrated  but  they  are  misleading: 
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A«  George  Bayles  will  confirm,  "Miner's  candleholders  were  made  by 
miners,  for  miners,  for  use  in  underground  mines,  and  to  their  own  unique 
functional  design  .  .  .  'Sticking  Tommys'  they  aren't." 

Darbee 's  two  illustrations  for  the  two  terms  are  very  accurate,  but  it 
it.  the  written  description  which  gees  astray. 

The  rigid  classifications  of  the  U.  S.  Patent  Office  stayed  pretty  much 
with  "miner's  candleholder  *•  f  but  occasionally  wandered  off  with  "miner's 
candleholder".  Our  peers  generally  recognize  both  terras  as  valid;  with  in¬ 
dividual  preferences  often  obvious.  This  mini-editor  tends  to  use  "miner's 
candleholder"  simply  because  when  you  ask  about  miner's  candlesticks  in  most 
shops,  they  will  show  you  mantle-style,  upright,  heavy  brass  candlesticks 
'  jAnd  try  to  con  you  into  believing  that  they  were  used  in  a  mining  area  (com- 

fiunlty,  house?),  hoping  that  you  don't  know  your  subject.  Ask  for  a  miner's 
and leholder ,  however,  and  an  element  of  specialization  is  immediately 
•etabllshed .  We  certainly  do  recognize  both  of  these  terms.  _  .  _ y

A  familiar  face  will  be  missing  at  NSCA  functions  ! ! 


I  sadly  report  the  death  of  Scriptor  Fred  Lange  of  Hollins,  Virginia  in  late  December 
of  1980.  Fred  -  alias  "Cole  S.  Qrttle"  will  be  missed  by  Scriptors. 


Upon  hearing  of  his  death,  your  Editor  recalled  many  thoughts  of  the  past  years  when 
Fred  was  active  in  our  group.  I  don’t  know  when  Fred  became  an  additional  name  on 
our  mailing  list  for  "Scrip  Talk".  I  had  started  the  bulletin  back  in  1965  (December) 
and  offered  a  free  bulletin  to  all  that  would  send  in  postage  to  help  with  the  mailing 
costs.  The  National  Scrip  Collectors  Association  had  not  been  organized  at  that  time. 
I  continued  mailing  the  bulletin  monthly  until  August  of  1966.  In  November  of  1966, 
a  "Cole  S.  Cuttle"  started  mailing  a  bulletin  on  coal  scrip  named  "The  Company  Store" 
from  P.  0.  Box  3195,  Bristol,  Tennessee.  This  bulletin,  likewise,  was  free  to  all 
correspondents . 


Issue  Number  2  of  "The  Company  Store"  indicated  that  circulation  was  85  copies.  This 
issue  included  the  names  and  addresses  of  scrip  collectors  and  enabled  collectors  to 
start  correspondence  and  trading  with  new  found  friends. 

Issue  Number  6  (April  1967)  announced  the  first  "Flicker  Pickers"  meeting  which  was 
held  in  Williamson,  West  Virginia  on  April  22,  1967.  This  was  my  first  meeting  with 
"Coal  Bucket"  as  I  started  calling  him....  It  was  a  long,  long  time  before  I  knew 
that  Fred  Lange  and  Cole  S.  Cuttle  was  the  same  person...  He  got  much  pleasure  out  of 
writing  letters  to  his  new  collector  friends  using  either  name  and  attempting  to  mix 
them  up  with  the  alias...  This  first  meeting  was  very  enjoyable  to  me  -  I  met  Fred  and 
J.  C.  Beury,  Frank  Blevins,  Lester  Carr,  John  Cassells,  Raymond  Cole,  Carl  Coulter, 
Bill  Duke,  Ed  James,  and  R.  R.  Tippy  for  the  first  time.  We  had  a  ’ball'  trading  and 
talking  scrip...  Issue  Number  8  (June  1967)  appears  to  be  the  last  issue  if  my  file 
is  correct. 


A  letter  from  Cole  S.  Cuttle  in  April  of  1968  indicated  that  a  second  "Flicker  Picker" 
meeting  would  be  held  on  May  18,  1968  at  the  Riviera  Motel  in  Charleston,  W.Va.  The 
letter  indicated  that  "The  Company  Store"  was  closed  for  inventor)’  and  repairs.  It  was 
noted  that  the  mailing  list  of  500  was  more  than  Fred  could  underwrite  without  a  regular 
membership  fee.. 

Fall  of  1970  saw  the  return  of  "Scrip  Talk"  by  your  Editor  and  it  has  continued  up  to 
the  present  time.  The  formal  organization  of  NSCA  was  made  at  the  semi-annual  meeting 
in  Fayetteville,  West  Va.,  in  May  of  1972.  By-Laws  were  adopted  at  this  meeting,  how¬ 
ever,  your  Editor  had  been  elected  as  President  at  our  semi- annual  meeting  in  Harlan, 

’  ^6  Kentucky  on  April  24,  1971.  I  believe  that  "Coal  Bucket"  attended  every  meeting  of  our 
group  until  health  prevented  his  attending  the  Fall  1980  meeting  at  Richmond,  Ky. 

red  had  a  major  function  in  connection  with  our  first  scrip  catalog.  After  Don  Edkins 
had  spent  much,  much  time  and  money  making  thousands  of  foils  and  taking  thousands  of 
pictures ,  Fred  spear-headed  the  Catalog  Coinruttee  effort  in  getting  bids  on  printing

the  book  -  selecting  the  paper  color  -  checking  the  binding  -  and  the  hundreds  of 
other  tasks  that  had  to  be  arranged.  He  was  responsible  for  selecting  the  logo  for 
the  cover  of  the  book  (which  is  now  the  official  NSCA  logo)  and  I  believe  that  Dave 
Schenkman  submitted  the  winning  idea  to  Fred.  Too,  because  of  some  printer  ’goofs’ 
"red  negotiated  adjustments  in  our  final  billing.  As  I  recall  (even  though  I  was  not 
on  the  Book  Committee)  Fred  worked  many  hours  with  Don  Edkins  in  hand  drawing  the 
hundreds  of  ’cut-outs’  printed  in  the  first  edition  showing  the  scrip  punch  marks. 

Fred  came  up  with  the  term  ’Scriptor’  (I  believe  I  am  correct  on  this)  and  also  had 
the  ’ Scr ip t ionary ’  in  one  of  his  early  bulletins  with  ’Scriptrip’  -  ’Scripmobile’  - 
’Scriptease’  and  the  various  other  terms  (see  April  1980  -’’Scrip  Talk”). 

Fred  made  many  ’scriptreks’  throughout  the  coal  fields  and  was  responsible  for  many 
new  token  finds  in  the  hills  and  hollows  of  coal  scrip  land.  He  specialized  in  ltf 
tokens  and  had  formed  a  great  collection  consisting  of  several  thousand  pennies... 

The  sympathy  of  the  officers  and  members  of  the  National  Scrip  Collectors  Association 
goes  out  to  the  family  of  Fred  Lange  -  alias  Cole  S.  Cuttle.

They  are  very  scarce  and  the  rarity  scale  will  undoubtedly  be  R9  or 
R10  since  less  than  34  total  pieces  should  exist  and  7  varieties  have  been  found.
